As we understand the situation, Vulcan at the 
pre^nt time has a night policeman but no day police. 
The one R C.M.P. constable stationed here ts actually 
not responsible for policing the town. This is not a 
particularly healthy^situation. For some years the 
town has been making application for an R.C.M.P. 
contract which would call for the stationing of anoth¬ 
er constable here to actually police the town, and ev¬ 
ery year the excuse is given that the force’s manpower 
situation is such that they cannot spare the extra con¬ 
stable. But when the B C. government calls Tor extra 
R.C.M.P. men to aid in controlling the Doukabors,, 
their i-equest is granted immediately. Maybe the Al¬ 
berta government should ask for a few extra cons¬ 
tables in this province and then get them out to the 
towns which; like Vulcan, have been vainly trying to 
get, contracts with the R.C M.P.

Without wishing to start or enter into a contro 
versy over the wisdom of sub-dividing the golf course 
and offwing lots in fhat area for sale, we wonder il 
full consideration has been given to making use of oth¬ 
er parts of the town already serviced by water and 
sewer mains. 

It is realized that if the proposed housing project 
involves the construction of about twenty homes, 
there are not enough vacant lots in any one block to 
accomodate this number But if the housing project 
involves not more than ten or eleven new homes there 
is at least one location in town with eleven vacant 50 
ft. lots already serviced by water and sewer mains 
within reasonable distance of the schcxil. If a housing 
project of not more than eleven homes is anticipated, 
this locality (Block 16) might well serve tlie purpose 
and would save the town, this year at least, the ex¬ 
pense of extending water and sewer mains to a new 
block on the golf course. 

And too, it would mean that the baseball diamond 
and sports grounds would still be available for use 
this year. 

From every viewpoint, it fs far better to kfeep the 
town as compact as possible. If vacant lots within the 
town ave being held at too high a price by their indiv¬ 
idual owners, some method of control should be found 
to force these lots on the market at a fair price, rath¬ 
er than having to develop new sites on the edge of 
town in order to make lots available at reasonable 
prices.

places in Northern Alberta. The 
Government has a very compre¬ 
hensive program to combat the 
disea.se in the north. They report 
one case at Keg River where a 
fox jumped into a pig pen and 11 
of 15 of the pigs died with the 
disease after being, bitten, another 
point where a Lynx was carrying 
th'e diseas't. At Upper Hay River 
Post a dog developed furious Ra¬ 
bies last December and bit 5 or 6 
people—a total of 19 people were | 
given the Pasteur treatment there ! 
died that showed symptoms of Ra¬ 
bies and at Grimshaw a rabbit 
c-.tme into a yard and faced up to 
a dog. The rabbit was killed and 
N'egri bodi-'s were found.
